Selection of a site for 
new post office building is 
an historic decision for the 
community. 

While the post office build- 
ing in itself is not a “‘busi- 
ness traffic builder’, the fact 
that the new federal. build- 
ing is going to be on Fifth 
Ave. at C St. definitely points 
to an expanded development 
on the east side of Upland’s 
so-called ‘‘downtown area’’. 

It is perhaps a very logical 
deciion since it was the only 
site submitted that had 15,000 
square feet. 

The recent development 
trend has been toward Euc- 
lid Ave. or Foothill Blvd. 
The new post office, howev- 
er, will center attention on 
the remaining land in the 
long undeveloped Carl M. 
Buck business site. Mr. Buck 
is very hopeful of getting 
major business projects to 
become neighbors of the new, 
attractive postal building. 
In any event, Upland’s big- 
gest improvement of the year 
will be the addition of the 
new federal building. That 
will mark a major milestone 
in our community develop- 
ment.

Gov. Knight's Visit Here 
Sparks Political Talk 


Just why Goodwin Knight is a candidate. for U. S. 
senator and why Wm. Knowland is giving up his top 
U. S. senatorial post to seek the governorship of Cali- 
fornia is one of the political questions that will prob- 
ably go unanswered. . 

The principals have emphatically and publicly 
declared there is no politics involved but merely the 
recognition of realities. Senator Knowland wanted to 
quit Washington and retire to his business opportuni- 
ties in Oakland, he declared. Then, something happen- 
ed. It is possible that many Republicans recognized the 
fact that Governor Kmight could not be reelected gov- 
ernor, Therefore, it might be assumed that Mr. Know- 
land was prevailed upon to become a gubernatorial 
candidate. 

Then, the only sound political recourse for Mr. 
Knight was to become a candidate for U. S. senator. 

Regardless of the background circumstances, it 
is generally concluded that Mr. Knowland is a stronger 
candidate for governor than would have been Mr. 
Knight. 

This discussion is timely because Mr. Knight will 
be in this area tonight to meet with interested persons. 
His presence will stimulate the effort in getting the 
goyemor nominated by the Republicans in June and 
elected in November. Mayor Christopher of San Fran- 
cisco is Mr. Knight's opponent in the June primaries. 
The governor should easily win this contest. 

Congressman Clair Engle of Northern California 
is the Democratic aspirant most likely to face Governor 
Knight in November. 

Both are able campaigners but Governor Knight 
will undoubtedly pull heavy support from the south- 
land, including this county. 


Just For The Record 
On Freeway Route 


ee 


Just as a matter of record, it should be publicly 
recorded that Clyde V. Kane, district engineer for the 
California Highway commission, is emphatic in his 
declaartion that the recent Upland city council ap- 
proval of the proposed “upper” freeway route will in 
no way weaken the city’s position in seeking a de- 
pressed crossing at Euclid Ave. 

The approval was given with some mental reser- 
vations because the big majority of Uplanders do not 
want a huge crossing spanning Euclid Ave. when it is 
known that Mr. Kane's office has prepared a sketch 
of such a crossing — and has not made a similiar 
sketch of a depressed crossing. 

It may be 10 years before the freeway is actually 
constructed. Whether Mr. Kane is on the job or whether 
it is someone else, the official word has been given 
that the route approval will in no way affect the ulti- 
mate decision — as far as Upland is concerned. 

Mr. Kane has bound himself and his successors 
by his word that no preference will be given either 
type of crossing.

Mr. Corey said sports and 
foreign cars handle in a man- 
ner to make the driver feel the 
car is a part of him, while 
American cars are built for 
women and require no skill to 
drive, eliminating any thrili 
from driving them. 

Sports cars are “‘like an ex- 
tension of your own hands,”’’ 
Mr. Corey said, in relating 
how he first became interested 
in sports and foreign cars 
when a friend bought oné in 
cheapest foreign cars, Mr. 
Corey said American cars don’t 
compare in body work and de- 
tail, but said no car can go as 
far with. as) little expense as 
U.S. cars. He emphasized that 
foreign cars are not cheaper 
to maintan, and that no en- 
gine can compare with the 
American-Built motor. 

He also told of the Ameri- 
can superiority in correcting 
faulty production on a new 
model automobile, with chan- 
ges in production made, im- 
mediately on learning of a 
fault, while in the European 
models it takes six to eight 
months before a_ production 
change can be realized.

Congregation 


From histories available of 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Upland, the congregation has 
been served by the following 
18 ministers: 

The Rev. Chas. D. Merri!l, 
who served prior to the time of 
organization in Jan., 1887, un- 
til Feb. 1, 1890. 

The Rev. Hesikiah Magill, 
1890-1891. 

Interim pastors serving dur- 
ing a two year period, 1891- 
1892-1893, included the Revs. 
J. B. Anderson, Robt. Carson, 
F. D. Seward, John Gordon, 
D. S. Banks and Rev. Ormis- 
ton. 

From April 4, 1893 until 
May 5, 1895, the Rev. M. H. 
McLeod was pastor. 

The Rev. Wm. Huelster, a 
German from the Mid-west, 
was supply pastor for a time 
in 1896-97, succeeded by Dr. 
Banks, who returned for a 
second time as interim pas- 
tor. 

On Aug. 6, 1898, the Rev. 
Geo. C. Giffin assumed the 
pastorate, continuing as pas- 
tor for five years, until June 
7, 1903. His widow is Mrs. Lu- 
cy Giffin ,84, now of Pasadena, 
the sister of Miss Flora Mor- 
ley, 321 N. First Ave., who is 
still active in the church. Mrs. 
Giffin is unable to attend Sun- 
day’s dedication service. 

The Rev. H. P. Lane became 
the church pastor on June 14, 
1903, and continued for seven 
years, until 1911. 

The late Dr. Robt. C. Stone 
served the church for the long- 
est term, his ministry here 
continuing for 25 years, from 
1912 until 1937. His widow is 
Mrs. Anna Stone, still a mem- 
ber of the church today, and 
his son is E. Tweed Stone, 
member of the church and for- 
mer mayor of Upland. 

From 1937 through 1942, the 
congregation was served by the 
Rev. Rex Lawhead, succeeded 
by Dr. D. G. Stuart who was | 
pastor in 1943-44.
